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BANK BOBBERS FAIL 


In An Attempt to Rob the 


Adel, Iowa, State Bank. 


CASHIER SHOT IN TI1K SHOULDER 


Otto Bobber Captured and the Other 


Killed After a Kumilne Fifflit 


of SeTeral Miles. 


AUBL, Ia., March 6. — A desperate and 


partly Bucceeflful attempt was made to 
rob the Adel State bank tliia morning. 
A iovf minutes before 9 o'clock two 
atraogera drove into town and tied their 
team nuar the public square. Without 
Attracting any public attention they 
stepped into the hank. The cashier, M. 
Leach, had juat taken from the vault 
the currency for tlm day's business, 0. 
I). Bailey, a leading merchant, waa 
writing at a doak in the lobhy. They 
were the only occupants of tho hank. 
One of the Btrangora stepped up to the 
cashier's window and said he wanted to 
dopoait some money. Almost immedi- 
ately the second robber, who was stand- 
ing near, leveled a shotgun at Leach and 
fired, tho charge taking effect in his 
shoulder. He then ordered the cashier 
to hand ovor tho money. Tho latter 
1m tided over A small sack of silver nnd 
then, though budly wounded, seized a 
drawer containing $3000 in gold and cur- 
rency, and titiiguering to tbe vault he 
pitched 
the 
money in and 
shut 


And locked 
the door. 
Weakened 


from JOBS of blood ho fell to the floor. 
One bf tho robbers then sprang over tho 
counter and began shoveling the money 
in sight into a suck, and tho one with 
tho gun turned to Mr. Bailey, who was 
.still Btnnding at tho desk, and tired a 
shot at him, woumlinjr him in the neck. 
Bailey foil to the floor. 


By thifj time a crowd had collected 


outside, nod the robbers with leveled 
gun made a. rtutli for their toum. 


Fully fifty ehota were fired at them, 


hub noao apparently took effect. Thoy 
quickly reached their buggy and drove 
off, and n running light of several miles 
euauud. At last thu wheel of the buggy 
•truck n tree and was held fast. 


Tho robbora, etill closely pursued, 


abandoned their rig. One hid behind u 
bank, where he was soon captured, and 
the other with tho gun ran into a barn 
3U!iir by. Thu barn wua nurroumled, but 
the bandit held the crowd at hay. 
If o 


•was called upon to surrender, hut abso- 
lutely refused to do so, and said he would 
never bo taken alivo. After a parley tho 
-crowd partially untied the captured rob* 
bur, and compelled htm to act lire to tho 
burn. 
The advancing flames 
finally 


forced tho robber to come out, hut ho 
Dtill refused to eurrondor, and the crowd 
of uitizena tired u volley at him. He 
(ell dead, pierced by three bullets. It 
waa witb the utmost dilliculty that the 
angry crowd WUB prevented from wreak- 
ing vcnj^naiifift on !ho robber thnt wag 
Alive, bub Sherfff t'nyne' hustled him 
into a buggy and drovo rapidly to town. 
A crowd i)t several hundred gathered at 
the jail when the sheriff reached here 
with his priuoner. There were loud rries 
of "Shoot himl" "Hang biml" hut 
tho officer managed to elude tho mob 
.and landed hia trembling prisoner be- 
hind the hare. 


Tho captured man, or rather hoy, who 


IB only 19 years of itgu, lias imido u com- 
plete cohfcBuion. He says bis name is 
Charles W. Crawford and his home IB 
near Patterson, in Marion county. Tho 
dead robber is O. Wilkins and was re- 
leased only u 'sff 
weeks ago from tho 


Minnesota prison at Stillwutur, where 
^>e served three years for robbery. 
Crawford aays their only weapon was a 
repeating Winchester shotgun, carried 
"ny Willtins. He claims to have been 
coerced into assisting the dead bandit. 


They secured only about $000 from 


the bank. It is not believed either 
Bailey or Leach is fatally hurt, Tho 
latter received a full charge of shot in 
the shoulder, making a bad bub danuer- 
oua wound. Uailey was shot in the 
neck, flesh and skin being torn away 
-almost to tho windpipe. He will re- 
•over, unless inflammation sets in. Sev- 
eral citizens were hurt by scattered 
shots fired by the robbers on tbe way to 
tbe buggy. 


Postmaster Barr stepped out of the 


postodica juat aa the retreating robber 
piiestJi). The latter ordered him inside, 
but before he could comply they tired at 
JJarr, one«hot talcing effect. 


The during robbery haa caused great 


excitement, and the town is full of 
•rined men, most of whom bad turned 
•ont from neighboring towns on the first 
report of, tho robbery to aid in the cap- 
•ture of the robbers. There ia still -con- 
siderable talk of lynching Crawford, but 
the sheriff and tbe leading citizens are 
trying to pacify tbe crowd, and will 
probably succeed, though it anybody 
made a start there would he plenty of 
Jollowera to make the bandit stretch 
hemp.

A Schedule of Punishments. 


WASHINGTON, March 6. — The last con- 


gress ^having passed an act providing 
•whenever by the articles of the navy 
the punishment under sentence of a 
court martial is left to the discretion of 
the court that punishment in time of 
jeace shall not be in excesa of a limit 
prescribed by the President, Secretary 
.Herbert today appointed a board of 
naval officers to consider the subject and 
report a schedule of punishments in such 
caecs. Tho navy has long felt the need 
of a reform in this respect, the sentences 
implied between different court mar- 
tinis for like offenses varying much in 
severity. 


France Will Retaliate. 


-decided that in the event of the German 
Teiebstag voting an export bounty on 
sugar to ask parliament to vote an 
equivalent increase in the sugar tax on 
•foreign sugars imported into France, and 
•to provide for the payment of an export 
bounty on Trench sugars, so as to enable 
them to compete with German sugars in 
foreign countries. The governmental HO 
•decided in the individuality to ask parlia- 
ment to limit the quantity of colonial 
sugars admitted into France for refining 
.purposes, and moreover that sugar only 
. be allowed to be imported at certain 
'.ports and from specified countries.

DETAILS OF A WRECK. 


Passengers and Crew Suffer Untold 


Hardships for three Days. 


SAN FiiANcitfco, March 0.— Tho Pacific 


Mail steamer Acapulco, which arrivei 
today from Central American ports 
brings additional details of tho wreck o! 
tbe French bark Amerique, on January 
'-'Bib, off the Colombian coast. 
The 


Amerique was bound from France to 
Carthage, Colombia, with ninety im- 
migrants. During a gab she was blown 
upon the Hocus de Cenizaa reef, two 
miles off the coaat. She struck with 
such force that her uiasta went over- 
hoard. Luckily for those on board the 
bark became spiked fast on the rocks, 
and she settled down on the reel BO 
firmly that the seas which swept over 
her did not force her off into the deep 
water. The crew and passengers, how- 
ever, suffered untold hardships for three 
da) i, 


The ship's water supply gave out the 


first day. It waa impossible to launch 
any life boats owing to the roughness of 
tbe eea. On the second day the watch- 
ers on the wreck sighted the Colombian 
gunboat I/a Popa and were led to be- 
lieve that succor was at band, but tbe 
gunboat, after exchanging signals with 
the wrecked vessel, steamed away on 
tier course. The hopes of the unfortu- 
nates were again raised the next morn- 
ing, when the. Pacific Mail steamer City 
of Para and the Mexican steamer Eliza 
came within hailing distance. Both 
vessels passed close to tbe reef, but 
after signaling for the state of affairs on 
ihe wreck steamed awav. On the morn- 
ng of the fourth day the sea went down, 
and the Amerique's passengers were 
ible to quit the wreck in their small 
joats. Once ashore Uio emigrants were 
taken charge of by tho French consul, 
and the sailors were given passage buck 
,o France.

The Seeming Falling Off Due to an 


Error in Bookkeeping. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.— The eeeminj, 


falling off of $2,000,000 in the gold re 
aerve aa shown by the district treasurer's 
statement was tho subject of anxious 
telegraphic inquiries cent by tbe treas- 
ury officials to the a uh treasury at New 
York. The replies were to the effect 
that there had been no loss of gold either 
for export or otherwise; that the seem- 
ins; loss WBE occasioned by an error in 
bookkeeping, by which gold received on 
account of bonds had been credited to 
the general gold account. 


Mr. Jordan, the sub-treasurer at New 


York and the deputy of the assay oflice, 
are both temporarily absent and it is 
said some one unfamiliar with the com- 
plicated details of the book-keeping de- 
partment has made a wroriK entry. The 
matter waa straightened out tonight. 
The treasury officials repudiated the 
public statement that they wero dii- 
latiefied with tbe rate at which gold was 
being deposited under the recent bond 
contract. On the contrary, they aa; the 
syndicate has more than complied with 
the requirements of tbe contract in this 
particular, and os a matter of fact tbe 
government prefers that tbe gold should 
come in slowly. 


The contract calls for a deposit by for- 


eign bidders of not less than 300,000 
mnces per month, and this limit haa 
icon considerably exceeded from the 
first.
